Tile Coute<lcrntc Debt. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—Within 


the last few weeks inquiries have been 
made in certain quarters by persons 
holding high official positions in both 
England and Holland as to the probabil- 
ities of the United States .Government 
assuming the Confederate debt.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Gen. Duane, 


Chief of Engineers of tha War Depart- 
ment, said to the Post coireapoudent to- 
day: The experiments with twelve-inch 
mortars for coast defense have been 
very satisfactory. They have thrown a 
shell weighing 265 pounds a distance of 
more than five miles.

THE LIFE-SAVIXO BEKTICE. 


Wbat It Han Accomplished Since 


Its Establishment. 


WASHIKOTON, November 28.—The an- 


nual report of General Superintendent 
Eimball of the Life-Saving Station shows 
that the establishment embraced at tha 
olosa of the last fiscal year 218 stations 
as follows: One hundred and sixty-six 
on the Atlantic, 44 on the lakes, 7 on 
the Pacific and one at the falls of the 
Ohio at Louisville, Ky. The number of 
disa»ters to documented vessels report- 
ed within the field of station operations 
daring the year was 332. 
On board 


these vessels were 6327 persons, of 
whom 6272 were saved and 55 lost. 
The value of vessels involved in the 
disasters was $4,786,925, and that of 
their cargoes $2,288,775. making the 
total value of property $7,075,700, of 
which $5,788,820 was saved and $1,- 
286,880 lost. The total number of ves- 
•els totally lost was 72. Besides the 
foregoing there were during tho year 135 
casualties to smaller crafts, such as sail- 
boats, rowboats, etc., on which there 
were 27-1 persons, 271 o£ whom were 
Haver). 


An unusual number of storms and the 


prevalence of fogs mado the operations 
of the service more than commonly diffi- 
cult and dangerous, but nevertheless 
the station crews succeeded in saving a 
much greater number of lives and a 
larger amount of property than ever be- 
fore, in some instances performing foats 
of unparallelled enterprise and daring. 


A summary of statistics of the service 


from the introduction of the present 
system ia 1871 to tha close of the fiscal 
year shows the following: Total number 
of disasters, 3,852; total value of ves- 
sels and cargoes involved, $60,549,779; 
saved, $47,330,992; lost, §18,218,787; 
total number of persons involved, 35,- 
427; saved, 34,883; lost, 544. The loss 
of life, aa stated above, includes 183 
persona lost at.the wrecks of the steam- 
ers Huron and Metropolis and alao 14 
other persons really not chargeable to 
the service, leaving the total number of 
lives lost during the sixteen years of the 
existence of tha system only 347, out of 
over 35,000 involved.
